Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The new limitations in the amended claim 1 
requires further search and consideration. The translation provided for JP 404126057 is not signed and the person or persons making 
the translation is/are not identified. The letter submitted by T. Koshiba is not sufficient to make the translation a signed translation. The 
persons making the translation need to be identified and the translation signed. The Derwent abstract clearly says seawater in soft drink 
and the translation provided also states soft drink and alludes to the presence of natural brine which is not translated to be different than 
seawater. Applicant while providing an unsigned translation in which there is a recognition of natural brine and soft drink states that the 
prior art is not a soft drink formulation (see page 4, lines 5 and 6 of the remarks filed 12/09/02. Applicants provided no evidence that the 
Derwent abstract of JP 404126057 is incorrect as applicants alledge. Applicants have not referred to sections of the original specification 
that support the limitations in lines 6-12 of amended claim 1 . Since the Derwent translated art teaches sea water, an argument that sea 
water is not brine is moot . 
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
